They 
are either “luxury” prices at places 
where workers eat only when they 
want to blow themselves to a spe- 
cial treat; or else they are the 
prices of private speculators who 
take advantage of certain short- 
ages to sell at outrageous rates the 
same goods that workers can ee 
tam quite reasonably at their 6 
stores and restaurants, if they are 
‘willing to wait their turn and take 
their share.
